Brockton, Mass., M arch 2.— (U P ) 
— A nthony Bimba, Brooklyn editor, 
w as today found not g uilty of blas­ 
phemy following his trial under a 
229 year old P u ritan blue law, but 
was convicted of sedition. 
The v er­ 
dict was retu rn ed by Ju d g e C. C ar­ 
roll King, a direct descendant of one 
of th e signers of the D eclaration of 
Independence, who had had the case 
u nder advisem ent since Saturday. 


Judge K ing imposed a $100 fine 
on the sedition charge. 
A ttorney 
H arry Hoffman, chief defense coun­ 
sel, entered an appeal in behalf of 
his client from the sedition convic- 
t ion. 
“ These tw o cases against Bimba 
are pretty well understood. Possibly 
I m ight add a little b it to the ra th e r 
great am ount contributed already," 
the court commented. 
“ The com plaint in the blasphem y 
case is th at the defendant did deny 
and contum eliously 
reproach 
God 
and th ere are certain p articu lars he 
set out. 
“ The com plaint in 
sedition, 
so 
called, is th a t the defendant, did by 
speech, advise, counsel and incite to 
overthrow the governm ent of M as­ 
sachusetts and there 
are 
certain 
p articu la rs on this charge. 
"I w a n t to say a little bit about 
the situ atio n am ong 
the 
L ith u a n ­ 
ians,” the Judge w ent on. 
"I feel 
th a t they resort too m uch in th e ir 
religious and factional disputes to 
th e courts. 
I say th is w ith a back­ 
ground of experience. 
I served per­ 
sonally in three or four such dis­ 
putes in the past. 
T h e epithets and 
ch aracterizatio n s 
ru n n in g 
through 
this case are the sam e as in those. 
“ T here is the same talk about one 
side being atheists, anarchists, com­ 
m unists and socialists and about the 
o ther side being u n fair in th a t they 
are over zealous In th eir religious 
feelings. 
P erhaps th e men driven 
out of one society formed another 
and th e fellows who drove them out 
of the first voted th em into the o th ­ 
er. 
“ Possibly 
the 
governm ent 
w it­ 
nesses w ere ready to strik e a t their 
enem ies.” 
“ A nother aspect of the case is the 
E uropean political situation. 
As a 
result of the 
world 
w ar 
certain 
states w ere set aside as a m eans of 
prev en tin g R ussia and G erm any g et­ 
tin g to g eth er to rule 
the 
world. 
These include Poland, L ith u a n ia and 
Czecho-Slovakia. 
L ater these states 
w ere used to prevent the spread of 
th e Reds. 
The L ith u a n ian govern­ 
m ent was perhaps used as a m eans of 
sp read in g Bolshevism over 
Europe 
and th e governm ent responded by 
a rrestin g people believed to be em ­ 
issaries of the Soviet 
governm ent. 
We have heard in this case of the 
o ra to r’s references to those arrests." 
The court, in brief com m ent on 
th e religious questions raised in the 
case, expresed a belief th a t Bimba 
spoke m erely "to stir his audience" 
and was a ttem p tin g to "show the 
clerical governm ent of L ith u a n ia to 
be hypocritical and in its acts en ­ 
tirely irreligious.” 
"I rule the 
d efendant 
declared 
personal belief in a w ay permissable 
by law and I find him not g u ilty of 
blasphem y," w ere the w ords in which 
th e court dismissed th is phase 
of

Two units of the Women’s Sewing Project with 15 women 
in each, have been formed in Deerwood, says the Deerweed En­ 
terprise in an article published last week. 
A unit of high school 
girls is also planned. 
The first m eeting will be held in the 
Mothers’ club rooms, Crosby armory, on March 17. 
The outline of study includes clothing— I. Short cuts. 
2. 
Patterns, placket and neck finishes. 
3. Fitting patterns, select-i 
m g wash materials, selecting color and line. 
4. I’se of guide' 
patterns. 
Finishes in silk and wool. 
I. Accessories, decorative stitches.! 
2. Art in dress. 
3. Textile and clothing selection. 
4. The well! 
dressed woman. 
These units are a result of the meeting held February ll in j 
the Chamber of Commerce rooms in Brainerd when 60 women' 
from all parts of Crow Wing county attended the organization 
of a woman’s clothing project. 
A complimentary luncheon was I 
served the ladies by the Chamber of Commerce. 
I 
Miss Julia Newton of the University Farm, St, Paul, assisted) 
by County Agent E. G. Roth, conducted the meeting. 
A number 
of groups were formed at this meeting, two women from each 
township in the county being chosen to represent these groups. 
Fifteen women are chosen for each group, and two leaders are 
appointed in each group to attend the meetings which will he held 
in Brainerd, Pequot and Crosby, to be presided over by Mrs. 
Bessie Duggan of the University of Minnesota. 
As reported by County Agent Roth some 20 units have been 
formed to date with a total enrollment of OOO women. These units 
include Ideal, little Pine, Jenkins, Nisswa, First Assessment Dis­ 
trict, Baxter, Twin Lake, Crosby, Nokay Lake, Long Lake (4), 
Perry Lake, Fairfield, Neutral, Oak Lawn, North Bay Lake, Deer­ 
wood (2 ), Pine Center in Roosevelt township. 
Other units in process of organization include Center, Mer­ 
rifield, Riverton (2 ), Pelican, another in Lonk J^ake, South Bay 
I jake, E m ily,-Timothy, Lum park vicinity, and South Sixth street 
Brainerd women are eligible to join if they wish to form a neigh­ 
borhood unit. 
The end of this week marks the close of entries of 
units. 
The next meeting o f the units in the vicinity o f Brainerd 
will be held at Brainerd March 15. 
Units in the vicinity of Pe- 
<;Uot meet there on March 16, and the Crosby branches-March 17 
at Crosby. 
A series of three such meetings will also be held in 
April, May and June, closing with the exhibits made at Brainerd 
by from 400 to 500 of the organized women. 
The course of study also includes mechanism of the sewing 
machine and how to clean it; how to use the different attach­ 
ments that come with the sewing machine; the use of patterns, in­ 
telligent choosing of colors, the making of garments and the mak­ 
ing over of used garments; remodeling clothes for new purposes, 
and methods of using materials in the most economical way. 
The whole course of study has a direct bearing on home man­ 
agement for proper and economical clothing of the family is just 
as important as any other item in an intelligent and well balanced 
budget earing for a family’s needs.

CRITICIZING FRENCH TENNIS OFFICIALS 


By HENRY L. FARRELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, March 2.—Some complaint has been made by correspondents 
that the writer, among others, was unnecessarily severe in criticizing French 
tennis officials for permitting the flagrant commercialization of the Riviera 
tournaments. 
The condition that almost caused Helen Wills, the American champion, 
to withdraw from the recent tournaments at the Carlton club in Cannes are 
so fresh in mind that they need no elaboration. 
Miss Wills, repeating briefly, became so upset over the activities of the 
gamblers ii lid the open exploitation of her name that she would have with­ 
drawn if it would not have looked as if she were retiring through fear of 
Mile. Lenglen, the French tennis queen. 
Why criticize the French people for betting on the outcome of a Wills- 
Lenglen match, it has been asked. Why blame French officials for disposing 
of the motion picture rights for $200,000, when the same things are done in 
this country? 
Why?—Because the same things are not done in this country. 
Here’s the idea and tho reason for severe criticism: 


S u p p o s i n g that Mile. Lenglen and Miss Wills were to meet in the Forest 
Hills stadium. 
The Forest Hills stadium is the property of the West Side Tennis club, a 
club which is directly under the supervision of the United States Lawn Ten­ 
nis association. 
Supposing that John Smith or Bill Green or Sol Bloom or Mike Casey 
went to Louis Carruthers, president of the We9t Side Tennis club and put up 
this proposition; 
We ll rent the stadium from you for $250,000. 
That's plenty of dough 
for a guarantee. 
We’ll handle the tickets and pay all the expenses and you 
can cash in big on the restaurant business your club will get from the crowds. 
Supposing that a movie speculator went to Carruthers and said: “I’ll 
give you $200,000 for the exclusive picture rights. 
I'm not going to take the 
pictures but I'm going to soak everyone $25,000 who wants to take pictures.” 
Do you think for a minute that Carruthers, the West Side Tennis club or 
the United States Lawn Tennis association would entertain such propositions 
for a fraction of a second? 
You know beyond all doubt they wouldn’t. 
Yes. they do gamble on big tennis matches in this country. Thousands 
of dollars were wagered in Wall Street before the Carlton club finals but 
they were largely “gentlemen bets.” 
It has never been of record, however, that taxi drivers in New York, bell 
hops and doormen around the hotels and news butchers on the streets soli­ 
cited bets on any tennis match or on any other big sport event. 
But they did that in Paris and it was quite obvious that tbs solicitors 
were merely agents as they certainly could not have had personal funds of 
the amount they offered.
